REPORT. 


The  Honorable  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegates 

of  Maryland: 
Sir, — ■ 

The  undersigned,  on  behalf  of  the  Agents  to  represent  the  State 
in  all  Joint  Stock  Companies  in  which  the  Slate  has  an  interest, 
has  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  their  proceedings 
since  the  adjournment  of  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature. 

A  full  report  of  their  proceedings,  previous  to  that  time,  was 
presented  to  the  Legislature,  at  its  extra  session,  on  the  3rd  of 
April  1841. 

The  journal  herewith  submitted,  relates  exclusively  to  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Company. 

A  meeting  of  the  Annapolis  and  Elk  Ridge  Rail  Road  Compa- 
ny was  held  in  the  month  of  April  1841,  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
into  consideration  the  law  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature, in  reference  to  that  company.  The  agents  were  prevented 
from  att»>nding  this  meeting  for  want  of  sufficient  notice.  The 
stock  of  Maryland,  in  that  company,  was  therefore  not  represent- 
ed when  the  law  above  mentioned  was  accepted. 

It  is  believed,  that  there  was  no  business  before  either  of  the 
©ther  joint  stock  companies  in  which  the  State  has  an  interest, 
which  required  the  attention  of  the  Agents,  or  which  would  have 
warranted  the  expense  which  such  attendance  would  have  involv- 
ed on  the  part  of  the  State. 

By  the  4lh  section  of  the  act  under  which  the  present  Agents 
were  appointed,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  such  of  them  as  shall  be 
present  ot  the  several  meetings  of  the  stockholders  of  the  differ- 
ent joint  stock  companies,  to  k«^ep  a  correct  journal  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  said  stockholders  in  general  meetings  assembled,  and 
report  the  same  to  the  Legislature,  with  such  remarks  thereon  as 
may  seem  to  them  expedient,  to  afford  the  Legislature  a  full  and 
satisfactory  knowledge  of  the  manner  in  which  such  proceedings 
may  have  been  conducted. 

In  compliance  with  the  duty  imposed  upon  them  by  the  latter 
clause  of  the  above  section,  the  Agents  would  respectfully  repret 
sent,  that  there  are  numerous  documents  mentioned  in  the  proceed- 


ings  herewith  submitted,  which  have  not  been  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  Legislature  through  any  other  channel ;  and  in  reference  to 
which  such  remarks  as  they  are  directed  to  make,  would  appear  to 
be  necessary.  These  documents  however  have  all  been  printed 
from  time  to  time  for  the  use  of  the  Stockholders,  together  with 
a  portion  of  the  proceedings;  and  as  the  best  mode  of  carrying  out 
the  views  of  the  Legislature  in  this  respect,  the  Agents  have  pro- 
cured 20  copies  of  the  printed  proceedings  and  dccuirents,  which 
are  herewith  presented;  and  which  it  is  believed  will  be  found 
sufficient  to  afford  the  Legislature  a  full  and  satisfactory  know- 
ledge of  the  manner  in  which  such  proceedings  have  been  con- 
ducted.

Proceedings  of  the  Stockholders  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  CanoL 


Vv  ASHjyGToy,  Monday,  May  3,  1841. 

Pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  stockholders  of  the  Chesapeake 
and  Ohio  Canal  Ccompany  assembled  in  general  meeting  at  the 
City  Hall,  in  the  city  of  Washington,  this  day. 

The  Mayor  of  Washington  took  the  chair,  and  W.  E.  Howard 
was  appointed  Secretary  to  the  meeting. 
Present:     -

Gentlemen, — 

In  conformity  with  an  order  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio 
Canal  Board,  adopted  on  ihe  13ih  instant,  I  enclose  herewith  an 
attested  copy  of  the  law  of  the  General  Assembly  of  ^Lnr>land, 
passed  at  the  March  session,  entitled,  "an  act  for  the  completion 
of  the  Chesapeake  and   Ohio    Canal  to    Cumberland,"  and  re- 


spectfully  call  your  attention  to   the  same,  but  especially  to  the 
first  section  thereof.

To  the  Stockliolders   and  ReprescnUdlves  of  Stockholders  in  the 
Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal,  Washington. 

The  letter  and  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly  which  it  enclo- 
sed, having  been  read,  Mr.  Purnell  offered  the  ibllowing  resolution 
^o  the  consideration  of  the  meeting: 

Resolved  hy  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Company  in  gen- 
eral meeting  of  its  Stockholders  assembled,  'I'hat  the  said  com- 
pany hereby  approves,  assents  and  agrees  to  all  and  each  of  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  t/Iaryhitid,  pass- 
ed at  its  March  session  1841,  entitled,  "an  act  for  the  com{)le- 
tion  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  to  Cumberland,"  and 
that  such  their  acceptance  of  the  terras  of  said  act  be  tbrthwith 
coramunicaled  to  the  Governor  of  Maryland,  untler  the  corporate 
seal  of  (lie  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Company,  and  the  signa- 
ture of  its  president;  and  that  all  such  instruments  and  obligations 
as  are  required  by  the  said  act;  to  be  given  to  the  St;ile  of  Mary- 
land on  the  |);irt  of  Said  com[)any  in  carrying  into  effect  such  act 
of  ac(;eptance,  shall  be  duly  executed  by  the  ])resident  and  du'ec- 
tors  of  said  company. 

Upon  the  question  of  the  adoption  of  the  said  resolution,  the 
ayes  -c^nd  noes  were  called  and  were  as  follows: 

Ayes — The  State  of  Maryland  -  -  10,279  votes. 

Noes — All  other  stockholders  present  -         -      5,657  votes. 

Mr.  A.  C.  Cazenove  and  other  stockholders,  presented  a  writ- 
ten statement,  showing  the  giound  upon  which  they  voted  against 
the  adoption  of  the  resolution,  and  asked  that  it  may  be  recorded 
on  the  journal. 

The  permission  was  granted — It  is  as  follows: 

The  undesigned,  stockholders  in  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Ca- 
nal Company,  and  as  proxies  for  others,  regret  Xn  find  themselves 
compelled  to  vote  against  the  acceptance  of  the  law  passed  by  the 
Legislaiure  of  Maryland  at  March  session  1841,  for  completing 
the  canal  to  Cumberland;  as  being  equivalent  to  a  surrender  on 
their  part  of  the  interest  they  and  those  they  represent  possess  in 
that  nf)ble  enlerp^ize,  (uriginaiing  in  part  with  themselves)  if  they 
were  to  accept  the  law  as  it  now  stands. 

And  lest  their  opposition  to  it  should  be  considered  unreasona- 
ble, they  think  it  due  to  the  res[)ect  they  entertain  for  the  Legis- 
lature of  Maryland,  to  point  out  the  sections  of  that  law  to  which 
they  object. 

They  are,  chiefly,  to  the  whole  of  the  third,  seventh  and  thir-. 
tecnth  sections,  without  which  they  would  have  overlooked  what 
they  consider  as  bearing  hard  upon  their  interest  in  some  other 
resolutions   of  Uie  law.

Mr.  J.  P.  Ingle  presented  a  memorial  from  Easby  &  Hanly, 
and  one  from  James  Flanagan  and  Samuel  Knott,  asking  that  the 
rate  of  tolls  for  the  transportation  of  lime,  stone  and  cordwood  on 
the  canal  may  not  be  increased. 

The  memorials  were  read  and  ordered  to  lie  upon  the  table. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  George  Waterston  it  was 

Ordered^  That  the  proceedings  of  the  stockholde.s  in  their 
general  meetings  held  in  the  present  month  be  published  in  the 
National  Intellitrencer. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned  sine  die.

Washington,  Monday,  June  7,  1841. 

According  to  the  provisions  of  the  charter  of  the  Chesapeake 
and   Ohio   Canal  company,  the  stockholders  of  the  company  as- 
sembled in  general  meeting  at  12  o'clock  M.  at  the  City  Hall  in 
the  city  of  Washington,  it  being  the  thirteenth  annual  meeting  of 
the  company. 

William  Gunton  was  called  to- the  chair,  and  William  E.  How- 
ard appointed  secretary. 
Present:

The  State  of  Maryland,  by  Samuel  Sprigg,  A.  B.  Davis,  Tench 
Tilghman,  William  U.   Purnell  and  John  Van  Lear,  Jr.

The  corporation  of  Washington,  by  V/illiam  Gunton  and  Lewis 
Johnson.

Smith.     And  sundry  private  stockholders. 

The  president  appeared  before  the  company  and  stated,  that  he 
would  be  prepared  on  Wednesday  next  to  submit  a  report  in 
writing  on  the  aflfairs  of  the  company;  and,  mean  while,  on  the 
invitation  of  the  stockholders,  entered  into  verbal  exphmations  on 
'several  pomts;  among  which  was  the  administration  ot  the  trust 
fund  created  by  a  former  board  of  president  and  directors  for  the 
redemption  of  scrip — And  thereupon  Mr.  Cox  offered  the  follow^ 
ing  resoh'tioas: 


Resolved,  That  the  president  of  the  company  be  requested  to 
suspend  any  ndjustment  with  Messrs.  Gittings,  Swan  and  Gunton, 
trustees  for  the  redemption  of  scrip,  until  the  further  order  of  the 
company. 

Resolved,  Thnt  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  whom 
shall  be  referred  the  accounts  of  said  trustees,  with  all  documents 
in  possei:sio!i  ot^the  company  on  the  subject  of  the  trust,  and  that 
the  said  committee  be  requested  to  investigate  the  aduiinistration 
of  the  trust,  and  report  thereon  to  the  stockholders  on  Wednesday 
next. 

On  motion  the  rer.olutions  were  laid  upon  the  table. 

Mr.  Mason  moved  to  reconsider  the  vote  by  which  the  resolu- 
tions were  laid  on  the  table,  which  was  decided  in  the  afBrmative. 

The  resolutions  were  then  passed,  and  the  chair  authorised  to 
appoint  the  committee. 

Messrs.  Cox,  Van  Lear  and  Johnson  were  appointed  the  com- 
mittee. 

On  motion  the  meeting  adjourned  to  meet  on  Wednesday  the 
ninth  instant.

M.  C.  Sprigg,  Esqr.  President  of  the  company,  then  presented 
the  "Thirteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  President  and  Directors  of 
the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Company  to  the  stockholders." 
The  report  having  been  read, 

Mr.  Gunton  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  annual  report  of  the  president  now  present- 
ed, with  any  pape-s  accompanying  thesame,  and  tire  general  admin- 
istration of  the  company  for  the  past  year,  be  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee of  seven,  to  be  chosen  by  the  chair,  in  which  the  State  of 
Maryland,  the  United  States,  the  State  of  Virginia,  and  the  cor- 
porations of  Washington,  Alexandria  an-d  Georgetown  shall  be 
represented,  as  well  as  the  individual  stockholders;  the  said  com- 
mittee to  report  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  stockholders. 

The  chair  appointed  the  following  named  gentlemen  t:)  consti- 
tute the  committee — Messrs.  S.  Sprigg,  Gunton,  Mason,  Johnson, 
Cazenove,  Clement  Cox  and  R.  S.  Coxe. 
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Mr.  Clement  Cox  presented  a  written  report  from  the  commit- 
tee appointt'd  on  the  seventh  instant,  accompanied  by  the  follow- 
ing resolution,  which  was  read  and  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  president  and  directors  be  and  they  are  h':reby 
instructed  to  resist  the  charge  of  $27.,976,53,  for  acceptances,  or 
any  other  like  charge,  in  the  account  rendered  to  them  by  the 
trustees  for  the  redemption  of  scrip,  and  to  insist  on  a  strict  and 
faithful  account  on  the  part  of  said  trustees,  according  to  the  le- 
gal rights  of  the  company  and  its  assij^ns. 

Mr.  Mason  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  salary  of  the  President  of  this  company  be 
fixed  from  find  after  t.iis  day,  at  the  rate  of  one  thousand  dollars 
per  annum;  and  in  the  event  of  the  late  law  of  the  State  of 
Maryland  in  aid  of  the  canal  being  made  so  available  as  to  enable 
the  board  to  place  the  whole  of  the  unfinished  canal  under  con- 
tract, the  sahiry  shall  be  then  increased  at  the  rate  of  three  thou- 
sand dollars  per  annum,  as  heretofore. 

On  motion  the  resolution  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table  until 
the  next  meeting  of  the  stockholders. 

Mr.  Tilghman  presented  a  memorial  from  the  citizens  of  Fred- 
erick county,  agamst  the  removal  of  the  office  of  the  company 
from  Frederick  city.     The  memorial  was  read. 

Whereupon  Mr.  Tilghman  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  stockholders  of  the  Ches- 
Rpeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Company,  the  interests  of  the  company  do 
not  require  a  change  in  the  location  of  the  office  of  said  company, 
and  that  it  should  continue  fryf  the  present  in  the  city  of  Freder- 
ick, where  it  now  is.      The  resolution  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Stridor  oflfered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  laid  on 
the  table. 

Rp.<olved,  That  this  meeting  appoint  a  committee  of  four  stock- 
holders whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  petition  Congress  and  the  Le- 
gislature of  Maryland,  Virginia  and  Pennsylvania,  to  amend  the 
charter  of  the  Chesapeak  and  Ohio  Canal  Company,  in  such  man- 
ner as  to  authorise  members  of  the  company,  holding  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  thousand  dollars  of  the  stock,  to  call  general  meet- 
ings of  the  stockholders  in  addition  to  those  prescribed  by  law ;  and 
"to  require  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  to  report 
to  such  called  meetings  as  fully  as  they  are  required  to  report  to 
annual  meetings. 

A  letter  was  received  from  John  P.  Ingle,  addressed  to  the 
stockholders  of  the  company,  in  reply  to  a  letter  written  by  Francis 
Thomas,  Esq.,  late  president  of  the  company,  to  E.  A.  Lynch,  Esq., 
chairman  of  the  committee  on  internal  improvements,  in  answer  to 
a  report  of  the  commissioners  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  appointed 
to  investigate  the  affairs  of  the  canal  company.  The  letter  of  Mr. 
ThoiTins,  charges  the  report  of  the  commissioners  to  be  erroneous, 
and  intimates  that  Mr.  Ingle,  had  led  the  commissioners  into  error. 

The  letter  now  received  from  Mr.  Ingle  gives  the  proofs  and

Mr.  Tilghinan  submitted  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved^  That  this  meeting  disapprove  of  the  order  passed  by 
the  board  of  directors  at  their  meeting  on  the  15th  ultimo,  direc- 
ting the  collectors  of  tolls,  to  require  the  payment  of  at  least  one 
third  of  the  tolls  in  current  money;  and  that  the  said  order  ought 
to  be  repealed. 

The  yeas  and  nays  were  called  for  on  the  adoption  of  this  reso- 
lution, and  being  taken,  the  resolution  passed  in  the  affirmative 
■unanimously.

Mr.  Cazenove,  nominated  John  P.  Ingle  for  president  of  the 
company.

Mr.  Strider  moved  that  the  raeetinj^  take' up  for  consideration 
the  resolution  submitted  by  him  in  general  meeting  on  'he  9lh  of 
June  last,  and  the  question  being  now  on  the  consideration  of  that 
resolution,  it  was  decided  in  the  negative. 

Mr.  S.  Sprigg  moved,  that  when  this  meeting  adjourn,  it  ad- 
journ to  meet  on  the  first  Monday  of  September  next  at  tlie  office 
of  the  company.
